of the boa line. Theliioneycomb is a palace 
such as no one but God could plan and the 
honey bco construct; Its cells sometimes a 
dormitory, nnd Komethuea a storehouse, 
and sometimes a cemetery.

tion, and built before their honeycombs an 
especial wall of ware, with port-holes 
through which tho bees inlfrsb fro to and 
fro, 
but not large cuonsh to admit the 


winged combatant, called the 
Sphinx 


Do you know that the swarming of tho 


bees is divinely directed? The mother boo 
starts for a new home, and because of this 
the other bees of the hive got into an ex- 
citement which raises tho heat of the hlvo 
some four degrees, and they must die un- 
less they leave their heated apartments, and 
they follow the mother bee and alight on 
the branch of ft tree, and cling to each 
other and hold on until a committee of two 
or throe havo explored the region and found 
the hollow of a tree or rock not far off from 
a stream of water, and they here act up a 
new colony and ply their aromatic indus- 
tries, and give themselves to the manufact- 
ure of too sacharine edible. But who can 
tell the chemistry of that mixture of sweet- 
ness, part of it the very life of tho bco and 
part of it tho lli'o of the fields?

Ing in the woods of Bcth-avcn during tho 
time of Saul and Jonathan. Their army 
was in pursuit of an enemy that by Ood's 
command must be exterminated.

Honey gathered in 
the hollow of the trees until it had 
overilowod upon tho ground In great 
profusion ot sweetness. 
All tho army 


obeyed orders and touched it not, save Jon- 
athan, and he, not knowing the military 
order abou: abstinence, dipped the End of a 
stick he bad In h;a hand iato tho candled 
liquid, and us, yellow and brown, and tempt- 
ing, it glowed on the cud of a stick ho put 
it to1 his mouth and ate tho honey. Judg- 
ment fell upon him, and but for special in- 
tervention he would have been slain. In 
my text Jonathan announces his awful mis- 
take: "I did but taste a little honoy with tho 
end of the rod that was in my hand, and, lo, 
I must die."
